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An investigation was made to^^etermine' the nU;mber of 
female^ students who ^completed or withdrew from J^ve industry and 
technology courses predominantly^enrolled by male ^^udents, over an 
11 yeai: period from 1964 to 19,74. (A total of 59 female^ had enrolled 
in Auto Hechanicsr while 9^ 8, and 5^ females had enrolled in- Welding* 
Construction Technology, and Air Conditioning and Refrigeration, 
respectively. Ko females had enrolled in Auto Body and Fender. The 
last three years of the' study indicate a completion percent of 56, 
.52,' and 50. The percent of those completing courses for all years 
studied was 53. The course having the highest percent .of female 
enrollees completing the course was Welding, with a completion rate 
of 67 percent. Irhis course was fol^lowed by Auto Mechanics (54 
percent). Air Conditioning ^nd Refrigeration (40 percent), and 
Construction Technology (38 percent) . Three tables are appended. 
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AN ANALYSIS OF FEMALE ENROLLMENT AND PERSISTENCE IN 
FIVE SELECTED INDUSTRY. AND TECHNOLOGY COURSES 

An investigation was made to determine the number of female 
Students who completed and withd^rew from five industry and tech- 
nology courses, predominantly 'enroll;sd by male students^ The 
^ courses, included air conditioning and refrigeration, auto mech- 
anics, construction technology^ welding, and auto' body and 
fender. No females enrolled in auto body and fender. The re- 
'sults are presented in Tables 1, 2, and 3, 

Table 1 indicates the total number of females enrolled, 
number who completed the course, and the number who withdrew 
from the four courses for the Fall, Spring, and Summer Semesters 
from 1964 to 1974. There. was a total of 59 l^emale enrollees in 
auto mechanics, while welding, construction technology, and air 
cond1t11)ning and "refrigeration~had nine, eight, and five, res- 
pectively* There was a total of 81 female enrollees over the 
ll-year period. 

Table 2 indicates that the dfstribution of enrollment for 
the fall, spring, and summer wa's 36 (44.4%), 25^(30.9%), and 20 
(-24.7%), respectively. 

Table J presents the percents of those completing the cour- 
ses and of those withdrawing from the courses, Prior to the 
^ 1972-1973 year, there were fewer thap eight female enrol 1 ees * i n 
these courses for any year, indicating that ther data in these 
years should bj^ interpreted with cautioo. The last three years 
of the study indicate a completion per c&nt of 56, 52, and 50. 

The per cent of those completing courses in all courses and 
for all years^udied was 53. The course having the highest per 
cent of female enrollees completing the course was welding wi^h 
a compl etion rate of 67 per^cent. This course was followed by 
auto mechanics {54%0> air conditioning and refrigeration (40%), 

and construction technology (38%).
